To date, natural spread of Tris- 
teza has not been observed here. 
Yet, University of California and 
State Department of Agriculture 
plant pathologists have noted tris- 
leza to become epidemic when 
ample inoculum, vectors and heal- 
thy hosts were present. They fear 
certain destruction of orange trees 
on sour orange rootstock unless 
the infective sources are quickly 
detected and removed. Loss of 
these trees would amount to more 
than $50,000,000.

ON DISPLAY

EXETER, May 16 — The Amer- 
icus Astralis Fire-opal, the sec- 
ond largest all-gem-quality opal 
in the world, weighing over 12,- 
000 carats, is now on display at 
the von Brand Cove Cafe, 30739 
Sierra Drive, highway 19S, Exeter.

FARMS BECOMING LARGER BUT STILL 
OPERATE ON A FAMILY BASIS; BIGGER 
UNIT NEEDED TO MEET ECONOMIC NEEDS 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 16 — 
The Council of California Grow- 
ers cited latest government figures 
today to show that while farms 
are becoming larger they are still 
owned and operated on a family 
basis. 

In California the average size 
farm increased from 230 acres in 
1940 to 380 acres in 1962. 

Although California sometimes 
has been pictured as a land of 
large farms, the facts are (1) that 
71 per cent of the State’s. farms 
are 100 acres or less, and (2) that 
only 8 per cent contain 1,000 acres 
or more. 

Fifteen states have larger farms 
on the average than California. 
They include: Colorado 1,204 
acres, Idaho 420, Kansas 477. Ne- 
braska 548, North Dakota 794. 
Oregon 466, South Dakota 804.

The figures were obtained from 
the “Fact Book of U.S. Agricul- 


ture’, just published by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, and 
from the Census of Agriculture. 
by the Bureau of Census. 

While the ‘Fact Book’ says 
that the number of farms through- 
out the U.S. continues to drop at 
the rate of 100,000 per year, ‘‘the 
adequate family farm is more than 
holding its own.”’ 

“Adequate” in this case, 
USDA says, means a farm 
sells at least $10,000: worth of 
products per year. ‘In the last 
decade, the number of these farms 
has increased 64 per cent while the 
number of smaller farms has de- 
creased by 42 per cent.” 

The USDA Fact Book defines a 
family farm as ‘a in 
which the operating family does 
most of the work and is a risk- 
taking manager in the financial 
returns. Such a family may be 
full owners, part owners or rent- 
ers; they may also engage in con- 
tract farming.”’ 

Of the 99,232 farm operators in 
California today, 68.489 are full 
owners, 17,756 are part owners, 
2,144 are managers, and 10.843 
are renters. 

In 1940 California had 132.658 
farms, of which 89,843 were whol- 
ly owned, 13,991 were partly own- 
ed, 25,399 were rented, and 3,425 
were run by managers. 

In California, quite a few large 
landholders do not farm the land 
themselves but lease it to other 
operators. One company: in the 
San Joaquin Valley, for example. 
leases 115,000 acres to 350 family 
type farmers. Two others have 
more than 100 renters each in the 
same area. Many of these rent- 
ers started by leasing and have 
since purchased land of their own. 

Why are farms getting larger 

High production costs are part 
of the answer. The USDA “Fact 
Book” points out that: ‘‘Produc- 
tion expenses, which took about 
half of each dollar of gross income 
in 1947, now take over two-thirds 
of every dollar the farmer 
ceives.”

Lower prices for the things he]- 


sells is another reason why the 
farmer has had to expand acreage. 
In 1948 the farmer’s share of the 
food dollar was 52 cents; today it 
is 37 cents. 

To overcome this cost - price 
squeeze, farmers have had to low- 
er unit costs of production by 
mechanizing. And, to make mech- 
anization pay, they have had to 
farm more land.
